Briscoe Fine Foods is a retail/wholesale meat distributor head- @ 
quartered in Vancouver, B.C. About two years ago Briscoe introduced 
a line of buffalo meat to the local market. 


To promote the sale of buffalo meat, any restaurant which purchases 
ground buffalo meat for burgers receives one thousand wooden 
tokens each good for a 50¢ discount on a buffalo burger. 


To date tokens have been issued for nine restaurants in the lower 
mainland-Vancouver Island area of British Columbia. Of these the 
token for the CULTURED COW, 801 Fort St., Victoria, B.C. was re- 
ported by John Cheramy and illustrated in the June issue of "Timber 
rea” « 


Eight of the nine tokens have a common obverse showing a buffalo 
with the word GENUINE in the top half and the wording WOODEN FOUR 
BITS/COMPLIMENTS/BRISCOE FINE/FOODS/(604) 291-7565 below. 


The one token having a differing obverse was issued for the Jazz 
Bar located at the Sheraton Landmark Hotel, 1400 Robson St., 
Vancouver, B.C. This obverse shows a buffalo in the middle with 
Briscoe's Fine Foods Ltd. and the phone number above and the 
address 3433 E. Hastings St. Vancouver, B.C. below. 


Two of the burger outlets, BENDER'S BISTRO, Tsawwassen, B.C. and 

BENDER'S KITCHEN, Surrey, B.C. have gone out of business so their & 
tokens are no longer valid. Note the spelling error in the word 
Tsawwassen on the Bender's Bistro token. The correct spelling has 

two Ws. 


The manager of the CAFE 24, Surrey, B.C. is a very friendly, 
pleasant person. He seemed agreeable to the suggestion of provid- 
ing tokens for collectors. A request to the address shown on the 
token along with a S.A.S.E and 50¢ should get you one of the tok- 
ens while supplies last. 


_ HAMBURGER MARY'S is a very busy restaurant. It was difficult to 
get anyone to stop and talk for any length of time. I did manage 
to get a few of the tokens but do not write Hamburger Mary's, 
they do not want to be bothered. 


The LANDMARK JAZZ BAR distributed all of their tokens. They report 
that about twenty percent of the tokens were redeemed. As the 
promotion there has been completed I was able to purchase the re- 
maining tokens. Do not write the hotel as they no longer have any 
tokens. 


The token for the AVALON HOTEL in North Vancouver is a bit of a 

mystry. I have seen only one of these tokens. The sales manager 

of. Briscoe Fine Foods has it mounted on the wall of his office 

along with one each of the other Briscoe tokens. He assures me 

the tokens were forwarded to the hotel.

Now is 
the time to order so they reach you well before Christmas. I ordered mine in 
September. Hanukkah wood flats are available from the manufacturers of flats listed 
below as well. James Deluney, Box 952, Angus, Ontario LOM 1BO offers a selection 

of 6 different Christmas designs in his new hot stamp-process for 1-1/2" rounds. 
Designs include 4 different for Santa Claus, two people ice skating, and a man and 
women in a horse drawn sleigh. The hot stamp process gives much brighter colors 

than normal printing and is well worth the price. Colors available are: Blue, green, 
red, gold, silver, orange, black, and yellow. Postpaid prices are: 50 pieces - 
$22.10, 100 - $32.25, and 250 - $53.25. For orders of 50 and 100 please add $5.00 

for your personal reverse die which could include a greeting, your name, address and 
1985. Eight designs are available for the regular printing (cold printing), including 
4 different for Santa Claus, a Christmas tree, a snowman, the Holy Family, and a 

young boy. Black, red, green, blue, and purple colors are available. Postpaid

® flats. I suggest you write for his four page brochure showing the designs 
available and if you wish his list of Christmas verses. The reverse side can show 
your name, address, the year, a Christmas verse and/or various Christmas decorations. 
Flats are on 1/32 inch thick balsa wood. Eleven colors are available. Prices for 
2"x3" flats, exclusive of postage, are: 50-100 pieces - 40¢ each, 125-175 - 35¢ each, 
and 200 pieces 30¢ each. Prices for the 3"x4'"' wood flats, exclusive of postage, are: 
50-100 pieces - 50¢ each, 125-175 - 45¢ each, 200 - 40¢ each. Victor pays the first 
dollar of postage and you pay the rest. This is only the second year that there has 
been a manufacture of wood Christmas flats in Canada.

Jack Huggins Printing (Printers of the CAWMC Membership Cards), 603 Highland Street, 
Enhart, Steelton, Pennsylvania, U. S. A. 17113 uses a thin cardboard with a texture 
of simulated wood. 100 3-1/2" x 4" wood flats in one color are $27.50 U.S. funds. 
Two colors cost $30.50 U. S. Send him a sketch of what you want. 
All of these manufactures can make woods for you for any occasion. Simply send them 
a sketch or even your ideas expressed on paper. All can make customized woods for 
Christmas according to your specifications. In ordering woods from another country, 
remember that the custom duties and taxes could run to 20-30%.
